The Rules Committee 
decides whether major legisla- 
tion should be given the right

substitute bill which would have | 


excepted from federal controls 


‘small operators producing less 
than 2,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
a year, This would have' left ap- 
proximately 10 per cent of the 
producers under present regu- 


lations. 


The committee-approved leg- 
islation has been hotly attacked 


by some consumer groups. 

The measure is similar to one 
vetoed last year by President 
Eisenhower. Mr. Eisenhower 
said then he believed in the 
principle of the legislation, but 
was vetoing it because of what 
he said were “arrogant” lobby- 
ing efforts in its behalf. 

Agitation for the measure de- 
veloped after the Supreme 
Court ruled in 1954 that under 
present law the Federal Power 
Commission had the authority 
and the duty to regulate gas 
producer prices. The FPC had 
decided it had no such au- 
thority. 

One Commerce Committee 
member described this year's 
legislation as a “compromise” 
with distributors. 

A key provision would pro- 
hibit the FPC from consider- 
ing production costs in setting 
prices. Instead, rates would be 
determined on the basis of 
“reasonable market value.”

Needs Vote This Week. 

Knowland said he hoped a 
vote can be reached this week 
on his move to call up the bill 
by “lengthening” the sessions, 
but he said he and other sup- 
porters would not decide until 
Thursday whether to try to 
hold the Senate in session cOn- 
tinuously on Friday and Sat- 
urday in an effort to get a vote, 

“It will present a _ serious 
problem,” he said, “If the vote 
on the motion is delayed be- 
yond this week. It seems to 
me a week's time is a reason- 
able period in which to get a 
bill before the Senate for a dis- 
cussion of its merits.” 

Knowland said earlier he had 
told Mr. Eisenhower that the 
debate on the bill hight last 
four to eight weeks or possibly 
longer. He said Mr. Eisenhower 
was “fully informed regarding 
the implications” such lengthy 
debate might have on other 
Administration bills. 

There certainly will be Sen-

IS CREATED BY 
3-NATION TEAM 


CHICAGO, July 9 (AP)-—Dis- 
covery of element 102 — the 
tenth and newest synthetic ele- 
ment of the atomic age—was 
announced today by a joint in- 
ternational research team from 
the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and Sweden.

NORTH DAKOTA I$ SPLIT 
INTO THREE TIME ZONES 


BISMARCK, N.D., July 9 
(UP)—North Dakota found it- 
self split into three time zones 
for the first time this year 
when part of the nation shifted 
to daylight saving. 

The southwestern quarter of 
_the state follows mountain time 
throughout the year, and, until 
recently, the rest of the state 
stayed on central standard time. 

But this spring Minnesota 
passed a law placing that entire 
state on daylight saving time. 
North Dakota cities along the 
Minnesota state line decided to 
go along with their Minnesota 
neighbors and also put their 
clocks ahead one hour. 

Thus, until October, North 
Dakota will operate on central 
daylight saving time in the east, 
central standard time in the 
central and northwest portions 
and mountain standard time in 
the southwest.

Arthur W. Radford, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
to vote against the supply of

The Air Force considers that 
its limited funds can be spent 
to better effect on the Strategic 
Air Command and air defense, 
while the Navy does not care to 
see the Army take over what it 
considers a Marine function, 
that of getting in early in a war.

As the 
years rolled by, the acting grew broader and broader. 
In fact, some of the things James Barton was doing 
on that stage wouldn’t have been allowed in a bur- 
lesque house. The play was gamey enough to start 
out with but it grew much riper.

AFTER A WHILE, I stopped watching the play and 
started observing the audience, which had begun to 
deteriorate pretty badly, too. After four or five years, 
the regular playgoing audience was exhausted—but 
still the people came. I have never seen people like 
that in a Broadway theater before or since. me to 
think of it, I've never seen people like that anywhere. 
Many of them wore sweaters and brought box lunches. 
During the performance they chomped ~y AE 
chicken legs or apples which they passed about 
among themselves. 

Well, after all, Tobacco Road is Tobacco Road. Its 
inhabitants are represented pretty much as the last 
outpost of humanity. Nevertheless, there was an in- 
terval there when the people on stage seemed a good 
deal more respectable than those out front. In fact, 
the actors began to look down their noses at the audi- 
ence. There's a character in the play called Dude, 
who is pretty close to being an idiot. The actor play- 
ing that part would occasionally catch a glimpse of 
someone in the audience chomping away on a chicken 
leg and you could just see the thought passing through 
his mind: “Well, really! After all, there are limits!”

But Viola 
Bowers Simmons can. She re- 
members it as one of the high- 
lights of her life. 

For she was then “Vi" Bow- 
ers of “the 1907 Follies” a tall, 
slim shaw girl with titian hair 
and violet-blue eyes. She was 
only 18 and had been hired by 
Showman Florenz Ziegfeld “be- 
cause of my legs.” 

Now she is along in years, 
gray-haired but still beautiful,

It cost the late Florenz Zieg- 
feld only $13,000 to produce the 
1907 “Follies.” It was presented 
on the roof of the New York 
theater as a summer revue. 
Ziegfeld, then a young and 
imaginative entrepreneur, was 
paid $200 a week by Klaw and 
Erlanger to manage thé show. 

The “Follies” became an an- 

nual affair and went on to be- 
come a national institution. 
From 1907 until his last edition 
of the “Follies” in 1931, Zieg- 
feld presented more than 3000 
beauties, many of whom 
achieved world-wide fame. 
,.. Life moved at a slower tempo 
fp those days when “VI"’ Bowers 
broke in with Ziegfeld. Prices 
were cheaper and a dollar went 
@ long way. It was the era of 
the good 5-cent cigar, the nickel 
Deer, the streetcar and the 
silent movie. 

A good orchestra seat at the 
“1907 Follies” cost $2.40. Be- 
jeweled women came to the 
theater in carriages drawn by 
spanking horses. Their escorts 
— evening clothes and top 

ats. 

Ziegfeld gave them something 
new. He built his “Follies 
around one basic element— 
beautiful girls. In the years 
that followed, one of the well- 
remembered theme songs of his 
annual shows was “A 
Girl Is Like a Melody,” written 
by Irving Berlin. 

“Il was carefree in those 
days,” Mrs. Simmons recalled. 
“TI had come to New York at 
the age of 16 from my home in 
Massachusetts to go on the 
stage. 

“In 1907 I was in Tommy 
Riley's show, “The Belle of May- 
fair,’ playing in Daly's Theater. 
1 was in an octette with Anna-

“He taught us 
how to dance and how to walk 
across the stage.” 


Did he make them walk with 
a book on their heads? 


“Apple sauce,” Vi replied, 
with a smile. “He simply showed 
us how to move about grace- 
fully, taking our time, our 
posture erect, our heads up.” 

Grace Larue sang “Miss Gin- 
ger from Jamaica,” and Dave 
Lewis, a comic from Chicago, 
rendered a special “— 
Think I Oughtn’t Aute Any- 
more.” 

One of the songs in the show 
was “Budweiser’s a Friend of 
Mine.” This illustrated that 
“Ziggy” knew the value of a 
commercial plug. 

In between the beauty pa- 
rades, comics delivered jibes at 
John D. Rockefeller, Anthony 
Comstock and Band Leader 
John Philip Sousa. 

“Stage-door Johnnies,” a 
breed now extinct, flocked to 


the stage-<door entrance and 
ogled the Ziegfeld as they 
emerged after each perform- 


ance. Sometimes there was a 
diamond ring or a bracelet amid 
the flowers they sent to the 
dressing rooms. 

“We got more flowers than 
the dressing rooms would hold,” 
said Vi. “Mr. Ziegfeld used to 
decorate the lobby with our 
flowers.” 

In the “1906 Follies”—Zieg- 
feld started going for name per- 
formers.

NEW YORK. 

VER WONDER how some American towns get their 
mames? Towns like Ilasco, Mo., Enola, Ark., Slap Out, 
Ala., and Jigger, La.? 

In the course of more than 50 years of map-making, 
the folks at C. S. Ham- 
mond & Co., largest United 
States firm devoted exclu- 
sively to the making of 
maps, have looked into this 
business of town-naming 
and have now compiled a 
list of interesting and 
sometimes amusing facts. 

Just a few: 

Ilasco, Mo.—Named from 
first letters of iron, lead, 
aluminum, silica, calcium, 
oxygen—all used in ce- 
ment manufactured there. 

Etlah, Mo. — Backward 
spelling of German 
“Halte.” So named by 
early settlers who found it 
a good stopping place. 

Enola, Ark. — Legend 
has it that a heartsick 
widower carved the word 
“alone” on a board and 

hung it on a fence post outside his house. Spelled back- 
ward, it became name of town. , 
Slap Out, Ala—Meeting to choose name for new com- 
/ munity was about to adjourn “slap out” of ideas. One 
member suggested they give up and name the town just 
that. 

Jigger, La.—Postmaster submitted a list of 25 names 
to Washington, including nickname of 5-year-old son who 
was very small for his age and no bigger than a “jigger.” 
Post Office Department picked Jigger.

EVERY TIME a new town springs up in the United 
States or an old one changes its name, it means another 
little headache for map makers. 

“You'd think,” says 42-year-old Caleb D. Hammond, 
president of the company founded by his grandfather, “that 
the American map would remain pretty stable, but it 
doesn't. From the standpoint of sheer volume of change, 
the United States has all the other nations of the world 
beat. There are no big changes, of course. But there are 
plenty of little ones. For instance, North Hampton de- 
cides to become Northampton. Or the Government builds 
a big dam that means the relocation of several communi- 
ties which in turn means that many changes on the map. 
New towns are springing up all over the country and they 
have to be put on the map. There’s an area between Bos- 

. ton and Norfolk that is rapidly growing into a solid string 
of new towns.” 

Television, strangely enough, provided the map mak- 
ers with a small headache not long ago. Some genius on 
a TV stunt show stumbled across the fact that there was 
a place in West Virginia called Molehill. It was arranged 
with the town fathers of the place to change the name to 
Mountain—the gag being, of course, that on this TV pro- 
gram viewers could see a mountain being made out of a 
molehill. 

Offhand, map making might seem to be a pretty pro- 
saic calling, but Hammond says there's plenty of excite- 
ment in the business. For instance, in 1943 a Hammond 
expert noted a town called Oak Ridge, Tenn., in a refer- 
ence book, although it was not on the map. The expert 
checked with state officials and the Hammond people put 
Oak Ridge on the map 18 months before the news of its 
existence and of the atomic bomb broke on a startled world. 


a 

LOTS OF THINGS GO ON behind the scenes in the 
map business that the public never hears of. There was 
the occasion when a Hammond editor noted a small island 
off the coast of Maine seemingly not belonging to either 
the United States or Canada. The editor suggested to 
Government officials that its status be cleared up before 
some nonfriendly nation could lay legal claim to it. There 
was some fast action and the island is now Canadian ter- 
ritory. 

Hammond says Government officials are very co-opera- 
tive about giving the map people what information they 
need, but he remembers a story told by his grandfather 
about a county official down in Georgia years back who 
refused information on a certain area unless he was paid 
for it. Hammond's grandfather pasted a blank sheet of 
paper over the questioned area and wrote, “This is the way 
the map of Georgia is going to look in our atlas.” The 
Hammond people got the information they needed by re- 
turn mail. 

Foreign officials are pretty co-operative, too, with the 
exception of Russia. The Hammond people have to piece 

together old maps, what few new official Russian maps 
they can lay hands on, and other bits of information in 
order to come up with something like a map of Russia. 


Hammond remembers that right after World War II 
one of the company’s editors wrote to an official of the

with the guy's love of tennis and promptly dispatched the

THE HAMMOND COMPANY is responsible for many 
firsts in the map-making art. One of these firsts was an 
oval projection of the polar regions, a polar projection 
map. Two years ago the company introduced a world 
globe made of plastic: which may be folded into a small 
package and blown up te 18 inches in diameter. The latest 
edition of “Hammond's Complete World Atlas,” a 400-page, 
dictionary-size’ atlas, has a new feature for vacation travel- 
ers. An index appears on the back of each map and inter- 
spersed with the indexes are photographs of famous sights. 
There is a series of three-dimensional state maps, an illus- 
trated geography of the world, airline distance tables and 
full-color pages of flags of the leading nations of the world. 


“The map business is good,” Hammond says. “People 
are taking an ever-increasing interest in world affairs and 
they're buying maps to look up the places they're reading 
about.” 

But not everybody appreciates the firm's urge to keep 
its maps up to the minute. |

Because I realize you are sincere in your desire to 
protect this woman from the other’s vicious tongue and 
shriveled spirit, I don’t like to turn the tables of criticism, 
but the truth is that the other neighbors have unwittingly 
spread the ugly flame of gossip by the mere act of listen- 
ing. It’s hard, I know, to turn aside, especially at first 
when perhaps the criticism seems fairly harmless, but 
surely in these past 10 years the others could have rallied 
around this hapless victim and taken their stand against 
the scandalmonger. Even ndéw, although it’s late, it isn’t 
too late. Gossip tossed out into the air hurts only the 
originator—unless and until it falls on a human ear. Then, 
no matter how hard we try to erase it from our thought, 
the seed has been planted and it must be rooted out. So, 
the next time she says even a single word which would 
indicate that another vial of conversational poison is to be 
poured out, stop her right then, and if necessary turn your 
back and walk away. If no one will listen, she won‘ talk.
